Preſent Government, that endured the Miſeries and Calamities of a; 
S/EGE, very Faral to the Popiſh Intereſt and Meaſures.) b- 

THAT Your Petitioners have been Great Sxfferers thereby in many 

ReſpeRs, and in a fingular manner, not only ia the Deftruftion of the 
far greatelt pazt of the Subuths of 1hat City, and all Improvements a- 
bout it. (as it flill remains) and in the Ruin of many Howſes within the 


Walls theo laid in Rubiſh, and the reſt greaily ſharter*'d by the Enemies 


Bombs and Cannon; but alſo by their many Dzburſements for Securing 
and Fortifying the Place, Buying and laying #8 Arms and Ammunition. 
Raiſing, Paying, and SubSfting of Forces, Proviſions of all ſorts con- 


ſumed m the Serge by the Garriſon. Cloaths and other Neceſſaries af= 


forded to the Ofhcers and Soldiers that Detended the City. And Debts 
contracted tor the Publick Uſe and Safery, amounting in all (as on a Mo- -*

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dog, (4) | 
Weckte Computition ippeired) to about Thirty Thenſand Pounds, beſides 
{ Private Loffes in common wrt the relt of the Kingdom, and the Charge 
of Relieving many Thouſand Proteſtants, fled thither for Reſuge, All 
which has brought them to (Great Poverty) and the ſaid City and Su- 
burbs to a yery (Ruinous Conditicn.) | 

THAT as they willingly Expoſed themſelves, and their ALL for 
the Publick Intereſt and Service, ſo they bave patiently, theſe Eight 
Years paſt, lain under their Loſſes, ſupporting thewſclves with the Hop.:, 
That in good time, eſpecially if the Wars were once ended, and the 

reat Aﬀairs of the Kingdom might admir, Such Conſideration would 
£ bad of them, as they ſhould no longer remain a Poor Ruinous SpetFa- 


.* cleto all, a Scorn fo their Enemies, and Diſconragement to others, as 


they now are. But ſhould (as the Happy Reſult of what they have 
undergone) be made (as they ſtill hope they ſhall) a laſting Monument 
of His MAJESTY': Royal Favour and Bouaty, if their CASE ſhould 
then come betore Him, Recommendcg by this Honourable Houſe.

P J \ H E City of London- Derry, ſince it was firſt Builr, has been 
always a R:i\uge and Defence to the Proteffants in that King- 

dum, and very Faral to their Enemies, as by many Inſtances 

might be ſhewn. It was remarkably fo in that long, Blaedy War 
wh;ch began there in the Year 1641.” when ſo many Thouſand Proze- 
fants were barbarouſl, Mafſicred and Deſtroy'd by the 1riſh'all-over: 
that Kingdom yz no other Place of Note, befides Dublin, in all Ireland, 
held out tor the Preteffents at that time,” of whom it (- ved many. ** 


IT has been Eminently ſo again on this late Happy Revoluton, as. 8 jo 


cannot be forgotten ; nor of what Importance its Services and: Sutterings 
were to theſe Ringdams, andthe Proteffant Intereſt; Thar when all tooke 
D: ſperate in Ireland, the whole Kingdom, the &ward, and all Power 
in Popſ Hands, the Proteſtants all &:{arm?®d and di! courag'd, and a Ge» 
neral Maſſacre ot them all greatly fear d, and beliew'd very nigh thim 
as before 10 1641. 

Loydon-Derry, tho? in a weak Condition, and ill provided at that crime, 
yet to be what it could in ſuch Danger, was the Firlt Place that appear'd 
in that Ringd.Im, Jaid all ar Stake, ar y gave the Firſt Check ro the Pg- 
piſh Power there, when uv (hur up 1's Gates again ft chem, on the Seventh 
- of December, 1638, and t:,0d trom rhence-torward oa its Defence, nl1 
the end of the Siege, the laſt Day of July, 1689, abour Eight Months: 
together, and near F us 0: them, in that Memorable Siege, wherein the .._ 
Great GOD o __ own'd it, 10 2ts Wonderiul Preſer vation —_ De--

fence igainft all pofible Diſcouragements, the Chirgp of all which it bore 
on its Own Head, which 1t has ſunk under to this day. | 
IT was Fatal to the Iriſb every way, it broke all their Meaſtires, and [ 
ruin'd all their Deſigns, and ſo Baftl'd and Conſum'd the beſt of their 
Troops, as they never after retriey'dit. It Rood in the Gap for theſe 
Kinpdoms, and prevented the coming over of all theſe Iriſh and French 
Forces, with what had enſued, and made the Reduion of Ireland 
far more eafie and cheap, than-it could otherwiſe have been. I: kept a 
Footing in that Kingdom, which had been otherwife quite loſt, and (a- 
ved many Proteſtants that fled thicher for Refuge. | 
Tre Loffles, Disburſemeats and Dammage by all this, (beſides Perſonal 1 
Sufferiogs, bardly to be expreft) has been exceeding great, and of a fin= 
gular and cxtraordinary Nature, and amounted (a+ on a muderate Conj+ 
putation appear'd) tothe Sumor Value of about 300001. Sterling, (the 
ruin'd Houſes by the Siege being about one halt thereot ) by all which ic 
has been reduc'd to a poor and ruinonus Condition, -a8 is ii] coo apparent, 
and having lain under its Mifcries ſo long, till the Wars are now ended :
